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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 


the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 


\ 
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the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Krause, et al.-5707350 in view of Krause, et al.-6053922, Cesarini, et al.-5833692, and 
either Whayne-6702828, Stephan, et al.-5350797, or Hinohara, et al.-5465733. 

Krause discloses an angled tissue cutting instrument having an angled outer tube 
and a flexible inner tube with a cutter exposed trough a cutting port in the outer tube. 
The inner tube has a hollow lumen which can receive either suction or irrigation 
therethrough, depending on what it is connected to. The inner tube has a flexible region 
residing in the angled portion of the outer tube and is formed by cutting slots in the tube. 
From col. 8 lines 42-55 it appears as if the slots may be helical. However, if this is not 
persuasive, Krause-'922 clearly discloses the use of a continuous helical slot in a cutter 
tube. It would have been obvious to use a continuous helical slot instead of the many 
vertical slots, as it would simplify the manufacturing of the tube, and would provide a 
mere alternative slot arrangement for providing a very flexible tube which can transmit 
torque from the motor to the cutter. Krause-'922 also discloses that it was known to use 
a continuous elastomer tube 104 over the slotted tube. But this tube 104 is not 
disclosed as being a heat shrink tube. Cesarini discloses in col. 9 lines 47-53 that it was 
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known to use a heat shrink tube to cover a slotted cutting tube of a similar cutting tool in 
order to prevent tissue from getting caught in the slots. It would have been obvious to 
place a heat shrink tube over the helical slotted inner cutting tube of Krause as modified 
by Krause, as this would have prevented tissue from getting caught in the slots, thus 
affecting the tubes ability to bend properly. It also would seal the lumen of the inner tube 
and would prevent communication between the lumen inside the inner tube and the 
lumen of the outer tube. Whayne, Stephan and Hinohara all disclose that it was known 
to use an adhesive to set a heat shrink tube to the element it is covering. It would have 
been obvious to have used an adhesive in order to further secure the attachment of the 
heat shrink tube to the slotted tube. Krause discloses that the configuration of the cutter 
tube resists winding and unwinding compared to a helical wire configuration. Since the 
bend of the outer tube could be a plurality of serially arranged smaller bends, claim 16 is 
deemed to be met. The specifics of the helix angle and step intervals, spray adhesive, 
FEP and thickness and shrink ratio of the heat shrink tube are all considered obvious 
design choices, as applicant failed to specify that these were critical in any way, failed to 
sate how these limitations solved any particular problem, or were for any particular 
purpose, and the examiner contends that any difference in materials or specs disclosed 
by the prior art with respect to the above limitations would have performed equally as 
well as the specific claim limitations.

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-16 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
